VISITORS. 


As was pre-figured in our last Report, a very material re- 
duction has taken place in the number of visitors to our 
Garden. A reduction, large not only in comparison with that 
of the preceding year, the Centennial, but large in compari- 
son with former years of the Society’s existence. ‘This is 
fairly attributable to the reaction from the excitement and 
expense of the preceding year, and also to the increased strin- 
gency of business. ‘The total receipts at the gates during the 
year were $39,555.50, and the number of visitors, 203.773,

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These figures are valuable as showing, beyond a doubt, the 
capacity of the society, under even exceptionally depressing 
circumstances, to maintain itself and to warrant every hope 
of further development. ‘To remove, however, the fortunes 
of the society from the somewhat precarious condition which 
must always attend a support, based entirely on receipts from 
admissions, it is the desire of the Board to establish a permanent 
fund, which shall be securely invested, and the interest of 
which, alone shall be applied to the wants of the society. The 
Zoological Garden of London, derives a large part of its 
revenue from interest on bequests and legacies, and it is 
believed that, the attention of those having the means 
being directed in this channel, many intending testators will 
find this society a proper recipient of their bounty. ‘To this 
end, the Board has recommended to the members the passage 
of a resolution, establishing all bequests and devises to the 
society, as a trust fund, of which the interest only (unless other- 
wise directed by the donor), shall be used. During the past 
year, Mr, John L. Neill has left the society a handsome legacy, 
which will come into its possession at the death of a life tenant. 
The necessity of the erection of such a fund, is more appar- 
ent in view of the repeated attempts on the part of a small 
section of this community to close the garden on Sundays. 
The experience of the Board has convinced them, that the 
passage of any law preventing the society from receiving pay 
on Sunday, would result not merely in the closing of it on 
that day, but in its complete destruction, In the absence of any 
state or municipal subvention, which cannot be expected, and 
of any permanent endowment, which it will take many years 
to build up, the garden and collection of the society cannot 
be maintained without the monies obtained on Sundays, 
which, in the past year amounted to 42,9 per cent. of the 
whole receipts, If the citizens of Philadelphia wish to re- 
tain, what is believed to be the very great benefits of this in- 
stitution, every attempt of this nature must be so met, that 
the Legislature cannot be mistaken in ascertaining what are, 
without doubt, the opinions of the large majority of this com- 
munity. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 
During the past year the Board have been unable to lay 


out and improve any larger area of the garden; and they 
have confined themselves to keeping in good repair, the 
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walks, buildings, etc., already constructed. The house for 
the hay-eating animals has been finished, and meets the wants 
for which it was designed.

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APPENDIX B. 


To the President and Board of Directors of 
The Zoological Society: 


GENTLEMEN :—I beg leave to submit to you my report of 
the condition of the Menagerie of the Society, during the 
year which closed on the 28th of February last. 

During this period, there have been added to the collection 
237 Mammals, 149 Birds, 109 Batrachians and 192 Reptiles, 
making the total number of specimens now living in the 
garden:

Being a decrease in numbers of 65, and an increase in value 
of $1,958, as compared with the statement of a year ago. 

The new additions to the menagerie have been somewhat 
less numerous than in former years, for the reason that the 
collection already contains a large proportion of those species 
which are most readily to be obtained, and, although the field 
from which additions are yet to be made is practically inex- 
haustible, it is to be considered that any given number of 
species hereafter placed for the first time on exhibition in the 
garden, represents a much greater outlay of time in procuring, 
and money in purchasing, than an equal number of those 
which have hitherto been received. 

Many of the additions made during the year, however, have 
been highly interesting for purposes of observation, both 
popular and scientific in its ends. 

The most noteworthy arrivals in each month have been, in

A single specimen of Richardson’s Spermophile, or Gopher 
(Spermophilus richardsonii); one of the numerous small bur- 
rowing rodents, inhabiting the western part of the United 
States. This species having a range from Minnesota, west- 
ward to the Rocky Mountains. 

On March 15th, a small Deer was received from Yucatan, 
which, owing to its youth, and the imperfect nature of its 
antlers, was not readily identified. It would seem, however, 
to be referable to Cervus nemorivagus, of F. Cuvier. 

A large male Grizzly Bear (Ursus horribilis), was received 
in exchange for two American Black Bears, and makes a sui- 
table mate for the female previously owned by the society, 
The new specimen is from California, where the Grizzly is 
believed to be somewhat larger, and of a darker color than 
those from the eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains. 


A. Fea: 


A perfect Albino of the Mule Deer (Cervus macrotis), 
from the western United States, was procured early in this 
month, but with the weakness of constitution common to al- 
binos, it did not long survive its capture. 

Two Rousette, or Indian Fruit Bats (Pteropus medius) 
were accidentally obtained from the captain of a merchant 
vessel, and have much interested visitors by their curious ap- 
pearance. 

A fine pair of young Pumas (Felis concolor), captured in 
Montana, and a Striped Hyena (Hyena striata), imported 
from India, were also purchased during this month, and 
through the kindness of friends of the society, several speci- 
mens of the Hellbender (Menopoma allegheniensis), from the 
Allegheny River, were added to the list of Batrachians on 


exhibition.

On the fifth of May, a female Pig-tailed Macaque Monkey 
(Macacus nemestrinus,) produced young in the garden. This 
being an extremely rare occurrence, it is much to be regretted 
that the young one lived but a short time after birth. Nine 
Striped Gophers (Spermophilus tridecem-lineatus), were also 
born in the garden. 

A specimen of a somewhat rare Parrot (Conurus luteus), of 
Brazil and upper South America, was obtained towards the 
close of the month, 
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JUNE. 


A fine Siren (Stren lacertina), was placed in the increasing 
collection of the North American Batrachia, by the kind 
efforts of Dr. Manigault, of South Carolina, who has since 
forwarded another unusually large member of the same 
species. These animals are difficult to procure, but once being 
obtained, are kept alive with little trouble. 

Two Tortoises from Guiana (Testudo tabulata); a species 
resembling, except in size, the enormous Tortoise of the Gal- 
pagos, and the White-eared Parrot (Conurus leucotis), from 
the same region, were also received in June. 


J U ie. 


Fifteen Common Seals (Phoca vitulina), reached the garden 
early in July, It is always a matter of much difficulty to 
induce these animals, when young, to feed on anything but 
live fish—a diet which is altogether too costly to indulge them 
with. Out of the whole number received, but two became 
accustomed to eating dead fish, and these are now in excel- 
lent condition. 

Several collections of Reptiles were received from Florida, 
among which were the Chameleon (Anolis princtpalis) ; the 
Striped Lizard (Cnemidophorus sex-lineatus); the Grey Liz- 
ard (Sceloporus undulatus); the Brown Lizard (Humeces fas- 
 ciatus); the Chicken Terrapin (Chrysemys reticulata) and a 
number of one of the most venomous of the North American 
Serpents, the Water Moccasin (Ancistrodon piscivorus). A 
White Ibis (Jbis alba), from the same locality was also re- 
ceived. 

On the 7th of July, an unusual occurence took place in 
the breeding of three Brown Coatis (Nasua narica), which 
have been successfully raised. ‘This is remarkable, as the 
Coati, with the other plantigrades, more or less allied to the 
pears, rarely breeds in captivity. 


As Crigiss 


A young Crocodile from the Lake of Maracaibo, was re- 
ceived and identified as Crocodilus americanus; this was 
shortly followed by a Cuban Tree Boa (Epicrates angulifer), 
and a Six-banded Armadillo (Dasypus sex-cinctus), from Bra- 
zil, which was for the first time placed in the collection. 

The two Gillespie’s Hair Seals (Zalophus gillespir), having 
died on the 21st of June, negotiations were at once entered 
into with a view to replacing them. A new lot was finally 
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procured at the San Miguel Islands, off the coast of lower 
California, and arrived at the garden on the 15th of August. 
They were six in number. One of them has since died, but 
the remainder have become acclimated with little difficulty, 
owing to the mildness of the winter, and are growing rapidly. 
In the shipment of Seals which came from San Francisco at 
this time, was a large female of the Morthern Sea Lion (Hu- 
metopias stelleri), which was on exhibition at the garden for 
some days. Had it been in good health, the animal would 
have been added permanently to the collection, but it appeared 
to be out of condition when. received, and in fact, died before 
it was removed. 

Two of the curious Lizards known as the Glass Snake 
(Opheosaurus ventralis), from Florida, and a pair of Gopher 
Tortoises (Zestudo carolina), from South Carolina, were pre- 
sented to the Society, and a beautiful pair of Grey Parrots 
(Psittacus erythacus), from the west coast of Africa, were pur- 
chased during the month. 


ao He A Be Ss LE Se 


In September a large variety of Lizards and Serpents from 
the South-eastern and Gulf States were received, among which 
was a specimen of the richly colored and beautiful Rainbow 
Snake (Abastor erythrogrammus). 

Thirty-one young serpents were bred in the garden from 
a female of the common Water Snake of the Middle States, 
(Tropidonotus sipedon). By dint of careful attention and 
great care in feeding, half a dozen of these have been kept 
alive to the present time. 


O@ TVOss Fee. 


Early in the summer of last year, a male and female of 
the Black-headed or Yemen breed of sheep, were imported 
from Arabia, by George Wm. Bond, Esquire, of Boston, 
with the intention of presenting them to the Society. A 
Jamb was born on the voyage, and the three animals were 
placed in the garden on the 8th of October. It is believed 
that these sheep crossed, several centuries ago, with the 
native sheep of Spain, and thus gave origin to the celebrated 
Merino breed. It is hoped that an opportunity may be af- 
forded to test the influence of this stock upon some of our 
common races. 

The acknowledgments of the Society are due to the Com- 
missioners of Prospect Park, Brooklyn, for the liberal gift of 
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a magnificent black, lop-eared Zebu, or Sacred Bull—in color 
and form one of the rarest of his race. He has become 
thoroughly domesticated at the Garden, and has attracted 
much attention. 

Three Arctic Foxes ( Vulpes lagopus), captured in Norway, 
were purchased from the captain of a trading vessel. 

A specimen of the Little Black-headed Duck (Fuligula 
affinis) of North America, was also for the first time placed 
in the menagerie. 

On the 8th of October, a young Beaver (Castor fiber var 
canadensis) made its first appearance in the Beaver Pond. It 
was apparently some six weeks old, and is the first of these 
animals which has been born in the garden. 
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A numerous collection of birds was presented on the 15th 
of this month ;—among them was a pair of Cuban Trogons, 
(Prionotelus temmnurus). ‘These superb birds, so far as has 
been ascertained, are for the first time exhibited in a zoolog- 
ical collection. Although they are not uncommon in their 
native forests, the difficulty of inducing them to feed in cap- 
tivity has heretofore prevented their domestication. They 
are among the most brilliant of the richly colored group to 
which they belong. A number of small Finches were also 
new to the collection. | 

A Duck Hawk (Falco communis), which flew on board of 
the steamer Pennsylvania, when three days out from port, 
was brought safely to land and was presented by Captain 
Harris, of that vessel. 
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An Alexandrine Parrakeet (Paleornis alexandri), from 
India; two small North American Snakes (Storeria dekayt 
and Storeria occipito-maculata), with a Black-eared Marmo- 
set (Hapale pencillata), from Brazil, were the new additions 
for this month. A Red Kangaroo (Macropus rufus), and 
4 Dingos (Canis dingo), having been born in the Garden. 

After the opening of the year 1878, the usual dullness of 
Winter set in, the only arrivals worthy of notice, being the 
receipt, on January 18th, of a pair of Chinese or Knobbed 
Geese (Anser cygnoides), presented by David Taggart, Esq., 
and the arrival from Africa, on February 6th, of a female 
Eland (Oreas canna), two years old, which has been procured 
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to mate the male previously in the Garden. An unusually 
fine pair of these noble animals are now in the possession of 
the Society. 

The collection of Reptiles and Batrachians has been con- 
siderably enlarged during the year, and there is a favorable . 
prospect of large additions to this branch during the coming 
season.

The Winter House for Deer and Antelope, and the Polar 
Bear Pen, both of which were completed early in the year, 
have fully answered in all respects, to their requirements, and 
afford ample and healthful accommodations to the animals 
for which they were designed. 

It seemed reasonable, at the beginning of the past season, 
to look forward to a considerable reduction in the receipts of 
the Society, both on account of the pressure of stagnant 
interests throughout the country, and also by reason of a very 
natural reaction from the excitement of the Centennial year. 
To meet this exigency, a number of economical reductions, 
have been made in current expenses with most satisfactory 
results. 
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The force of employees has been considerably lessened in 
numbers, without seriously im pairing its efficiency, and the sala- 
ries of those remaining have, without exception, been reduced. 

One of the principal items of the expense account has 
recently been diminished nearly eighty per cent. in amount, by 
the use of horse meat in feeding the carnivorous animals. 
The horses used, are purchased at very low prices, are slaugh- 
tered at the Garden, and the skin, bones and other refuse 
being disposed of by sale, the cost of meat appears to have 
been brought to the lowest possible figure. The change 
seems also to be beneficial in its results upon the animals— 
the effect of feeding them on meat freshly killed and full of 
blood, being excellent. 

These measures of saving, with the moving of the actuary’s 
office from Walnut Place to the Garden—a change attended 
with very little inconvenience to the business of the Society, 
have brought the daily cost of maintaining the Garden on 
its present basis down to about $80. 

On reviewing these facts, it will appear, that notwithstand- 
ing the necessity which has existed for economy, there is reason 
for the Society to congratulate itself upon the year through 
which it has just passed. ‘The collection of animals is varied 
in character, and affords types of almost all orders of the 
four higher classes of Vertebrates ;—the estimated loss for the 
year is about four per cent. on the value of the animals, a rate 
much lower than that of previous years, and which is be- 
lieved to be as small a percentage of loss as has ever occurred 
in a garden of its character; and at the present time—the 
most trying season of the year—the collection is in a condition 
of health and vigor which it would be difficult to surpass. 
This result should be in part attributed to the extremely 
favorable mildness of all seasons of the year, but in greater 
measure, is due to the interest and fidelity which the employees 
of the Society have manifested in carrying out those measures 
which have been put in operation for its government. 

I submit, with my report, a list of all animals which have 
been presented, purchased or born in the Garden during the 
year.
